Otherwise, these learned men warned, 
men and ttomen living along the rjght of way 
would be driven insane by the spectacle of great 
Uulk moving so fast and by the lear of conse- 
quences in case of accident.

RALEIGH, N, C.. April. 27.— 


(United Press) —High in the heart 
of the Great Spnoky mountains of 
North Carolina the last of the one* 
powerful Cherokee Indian nation 
has set up an Indian Republic. 


Hemmed in on all sides by the 


Great Smoky range of the Appala- 
chians the remnants of what was 
once one of tha strongest Indian 
tribes m North America have es- 
tablished their own government on 
a 65-acre reservation Bet aside by 
the United States. 


A chief, selected at intervals 


from the leaders oi the tribe, heads- 
the Indian government. 
Assisted 


by^B advisory council elected from 
the 7mi<Jred or irore towns^'ps of 
the r^po-blic, he settles all civil dis- 
putes, petty differences and busi- 
ness transactions of the tribe. 


The Indian rule ia practically 


Independent of the state and fed- 
eral governments 
State officials 


take no part in the administration 
of Justice by the Indians, v as long 
*« their government does not con- 
flict witfl existing laws. 


The Indians are descendants of a- 


small tribe of Cnerokeea who re- 
fused to accept exile from their 
mountain homes when the Chero- 
kee Nation surrendered its lands 
east of the Mississippi and migrated 
to Oklahoma in 1835. 


This tribe flefi into the almost 


impenetrable 
fastfiesses 
of 
the 


Great Smoky mountains and re- 
mained hidden in the -wilderness 
Several years ago the government 
set aside for them a small reserva- 
tion on which they now have set 
up an almost independent govern- 
ment 


Shut from the softening influ- 


ences of civilization by the Great 
Smoky range, the Indians 
have 


Been slow to 
plcK up modern 
fam'ng and business methods. 
Their farms are atiU tilled with the 
help of oxen and their business 
transactions are carried out In the 
manner of a half century ago 


Recently, however, the Indians 


have shown 
an 
inclination 
to 


mingle with the outside world and 
have made great strides forward 
Schools and agricultural colleges 
hav« been established end a. high- 
way from KnoxMlle, Tenn , across
